U.S. expels Libyans 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (Agencies) — 
Tie United Slates has expelled four Libyan 
diplomats in Washington and recalled all 
American diplomats from Tripoli, the State 
Department said Sunday. 

The fair Libyans were declared persona 
non grata Friday and given 72 hours to leave 
the country for taking part in an intimidation 
campaign agasinst Libyan exiles, the depart- 
ment said. Two other Libyan diplomats were 
expelled last month. 

“We have made it (Hear an intimidation 
ca mp ai gn will not be acceptable,” State 
Department spokeswoman Anita Stockman 
said. “The United States continues to desire 
good relations with Tripoli, but there are cer- 
tain standards of international conduct which 
can not be ignored ” she did not give details 
of die unacceptable activities. 

Canaries sing bass 

MOSCOW, May 3 (AP) — Ornitholog- 
ists in the Soviet Ukraine have bred 
canaries able to sing bass notes and 
teamed them with other canaries whose 
repertoire indudes Beethoven’s Moon - 
light Sonata and Russian folk songs, the 
newspaper Moscow News has reported. 

The newspaper said the canaries, 
trained by Fedor Fomenko, a former 
stagehand, already indude sopranos, 
tenors and other voices. It said some 2 
million people have heard the birds, who 
purportedly have a repertoire of 70 songs 
and sometimes are accompanied by 
human singers and violinists. 

The bass singing canaries have given the 
group “ complete harmony,” the paper 
said. 


The United States cut back hs embassy 
staff in Tripoli to six people in December 

after the embassy was sacked and burned by a 
mob. There were about 25 Libyan diplomats 
in Washington before the expulsion order. 
The State Department said Libyan leader 
Colonel Muammar Gaddafi recently had 
warned dissident exiles to follow the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah or face liquidation. 

In Rome, supporters of the Libyan gov- 
ernment Saturday vowed to “eliminate” 
overseas opponents of the Libyan leader 
unless they return home by June 11. “Our 
revolutionary committees have decided to 
eliminate the traitors, the enemies of the 
revolution. But those who return voluntarily 
within this period will not be punished,” said 
Muhammad Musharati. identified as a key 
member of the Libyan “People's Commit- 
tee” 

Three Libyan exiles — all considered foes 
of Gaddafi — were shot to death in London 
and Rome in April. 

Italian police have mounted a full-scale 
investigation of reports that the Libyan 
regime has been ordering the killing of 
Libyan dissidents abroad. 

Musharati told a news conference that the 
“enemies of the revolution" include not only 
political opponents of the regime but also 
“those seeking to regain power or exporting 
money. The governments who protect these 
thieves and criminals run the risk of being 
their accomplices," Muriiarati said adding 
that the derision to severely deal with the 
dissidents was readied at a recent meeting of 
the Libyan revolutionary committees in Ben- 
ghazi. 

But he did not explain why they picked 
June 1 1 as the deadline or how the dissidents 
would be “ elimina ted."

Iranians said poised to retake London embassy 

Ghotbzadeh " 

claims hostages 
ready to die 

LONDON, May 4 (Agencies) — Iranian 
Foreign Minister Sadeq Gbotbzadeh said 
Sunday that “tens of thousands of Iranians" 
are ready to attack the gunmen occupying 
Iran’s embassy here, Tehran, Radio 
reported. The radio, monitored in London, 
also said Gbotbzadeh had spoken to Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini about the embassy siege. 

“You should know that the nation and the 
government of Iran consider themselves 
dose to you during these sensitive times when 
you are under pressure from these criminal 
agents," the radio quoted Ghotbzadeb as say- 
ing in a letter addressed to the employees of 
the embassy. 

He said he was sure the Iranian hostages 
“are ready to be martyred and will never 
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Abolhassan Bani-Sadr to expect “a fury that 
wifi tear through the dais of Zionism and 
corruption.-" 

The Iran government has accused Baghdad 
of masterminding the London attack, but the 
Iraqis, while indicating official sympathy for 
the raid, have not answered the allegations. 

Iraqi Ambassador Hi sham Ibrahim AL- 
Shawi, asked whether he would participate in 
tire negotiations as requested by the captors, 
sad." We. have agreed to that. We are ready.’ 

He said hie was in contact with the other 
Arab ambassadors in London routinely but 

declined to say whether he had discussed with 
the Jordanian and Algerian ambassadors the 
proposal that they join in the negotiations. 
Spokesman at the Algerian and Jordanian 
embassies said they did not know whether 
their ambassadors would take part. 

Meanwhile, police waging ’an intense 
psychological straggle with the gunmen 
believe they may be ahead on pants, at least 
fa - the time being. But according to experts in 
this highly specialized form of psychological 
warfare, a most delicate period, in which the 
lives of the hostages will hang in the balance. 


In a part of London sealed off to rest of the 
world, Scotland Yard officers have been try- 
ing for five days to establish supremacy in a 
battle of wifi with up to five gunmen holding 
about 20 hostages. Police sources said the 
authorities believe they are on top at the 
moment in their game plan of ending the 
siege peacefully and freeing the hostages 
unharmed. 

At least three deadlines set by the guerril- 
las for killing their captives if their demands 
were not met passed without incident. A 
dialogue, officially described at times as 
“cordial ” has been firmly established bet- 
ween the negotiators and the gunmen. 
Nobobdy from the outside world is allowed to 
enter the area without police authorization. 

Dutch psychiatrist Dick Muldrew, who 
helped deal with South Moluccan gunmen 
holding hostages on a train in 1 977, said ona 
British television program recently such inci- 
dents could be divided into three stages. 

The first stage is the assault and the taking 
of hostages, the second a period of relative 
calm while negotiations begin and some rap- 
port is established between police, gunmen

and captives (with supplies of food and 
cigarettes playing an important part) , and the 
third “the dangerous phase.” 

“The terrorists are then feeling they are 
going to lose,” be said. “So they want to go 
back to phase one and start playing with pis- 
tols and shooting and all that shift This phase 
should be dealt with very, very carefully.” 

Phase three could end either in the gunmen 
going out in a blaze of destruction or surren- 
dering peacefully. The Scotland Yard effort 
could be complicated by a hostage condition 
called the “Stockholm syndrome," said 
American psychiatrist Frank Ochberg of the 
UJS. National Institute of Menial Health in 
Maiyiand. 

Dr. Ochberg, writing in the British Medical 
journal Practitioner, said the condition was 
named after a Swedish girl who developed a 
deep and lasting affection for her captor after 
being held in a vault by a bank robber. 

“Positive bonds (between hostages and 
captors) seem well established by the third 
day," Dr. Ochberg wrote. "It is an unholy 
allian ce between terrorist and captive, involv- 
ing fear, distrust or anger towards the others 
on the outride." 


India minister hits Mrs. Gandhi’s politics 
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. ■ NEW DELHI, May 4 (AFP) — The resig- 
nation in India last week of farmer Finance 
Minister H.N. Bahuguna as secretary- 
general of the Congress Party has revived 
memories of Fame Minister Indira Gandhfs 
authoritarianism four months after her 
triumphant return to power, according to 
well informed observers here. 

Bahuguna’ s exit also has brought into die 
open the continuing hold of Gandhis con- 
troversial younger son Sanjay in the affairs of 

the ruling party. . . 

Bahuguna has- said he would give tbei 
reasons for his resignation “at the appropri- 
ate time although he made it dear he was 
quitting because he was not allowed to func- 
tion in his posts, which induded membership 
of the Central Parliamentary Board and the 
Congress Working Committee. 

According to the English-language daily 
-rh* Statesman, Bahuguna also put the blame 
s-narely on Sanjay. It quoted Bahuguna as 
saying. is the boy ” an obvious reference 
to Sanjay. 


Bahuguna, 61 , previously quit the Con- 
gress Party in 1975 after disagreeing with 
Gandhi’s emergency rule and the “excessive 
control” exercised by San jay’s administra- 
tion. He joined the Janata Party and the 
Morarji Desai and Charan Singh govern- 
ments through the Congress for Democracy

(CFD) party, which he helped to form in 
1977. 

When, like many other Indian politicians, 
he saw the Janata Party was disintegrating, he 
switched bade to Gandhi just before the 
January general election. He played a signif- 
icant role in the election campaign, which led 
to a sweeping victory for the Congress Party- 
The first indication that the alliance might 
not last came in his unexpected exdusion 
from the new cabinet, and his followers sus- 
pected a deliberate attempt by Gandhi and 
her dosest aides to keep him out 


The new government in fact comprised 
several junior party members who had much 
less adminis trative experience or political 
dout than Bahuguna. Tire resignation also 
coincided with press reports on die appoint- 
ment by Gandhi of a series of civil servants 
whose qualifications were limited to their 
abiding loyalty to her, especially during the 
days of the emergency. They also had suf- 
fered with her professionally and otherwise 
from the pressure brought on diem by the 
Janata and Lok Dal governments when she 
was out of power. 

Notable examples induded the new 
lieutenant governor of Delhi and the new 
police commissioner of the capital, both of 
whom helped implement some of the 
toughest measures of her emergency gov- 
ernment. 

Gandhi also Has shown a tendency since 
rile took over' to punish some of the police 
and dvil officers who had helped the Janata 
government in prosecuting her before the law 
courts Cor her “emergency excesses.” 


Arafat promises 
victory over Isra< 


KUWAIT, May 4 (Agencies) — Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) leader Yas- 
ser Arafat has criticized the Middle East pol- 
icy of the United States and its allies. He also 
declared the Palestinians wifi continue to 
fight for total victory over Israel, despite the 
expulsion of three Palestinian leaders from 
die Occupied West Bank Saturday. 

The expulsions followed a Palestinian 
military operation on the West Bank town of 
Hebron in which five Israelis were killed and 
16 wounded. 

“ We will blow up the oil in the Arab world 
if die United States tries to gain control of the 
region because the oil is Arab and will stay 
Arab, " Arafat told a meeting of Palestinian 
groups Saturday night in Kuwait, where he 
arrived earlier in the day for talks with gov- 
ernment leaders. 

Arafat underscored the “ military option " 
as the sole way to resolve the Palestinian 
question, urging all eight commando groups 
of the PLO to accelerate anti-Israel armed 
action. 

I challenge anyone who can say there’s any 
other alternative, ” Arafat was quoted as say- 
ing. “ And I emphasize that there will be no 
stability (in the Middle East) or a solution to 
the Palestinian problem until the Palestinian 
flag is hoisted atop Jerusalem and all Palesti- 
nians are allowed to return to their home- 
land.” 

“ The Palestinian people will resist any 
action die United States may take against the 
Arab world in an attempt to guarantee its oil 
supplies, " Arafat said. He did noteleborate. 

Arafat promised that Israel's expulsion of 
the Arab mayors of Hebron and Halhoul and 
a local Muslim religious leader would not 
stop the Pales tinians fi ghting . 

Arafat said he had contacted the PLO’s 
observer at the United Nations, Zehdi Terzi, 
to call fen an urgent meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council to discuss die expulsions 
and “ Israeli violations against the Arab 
inhabitants of the occupied territories. "

Tito is dead 

BELGRADE, May 4 (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Josip Broz Tito, Yugoslavia’ s Commun- 
ist ruler since World War II, died Sunday 
aged 87, the National News Agency Tanjug 
announced. 

Earlier Sunday, his doctors said that Tito, 
after a temporary improvement, has gotten 
worse again from renewed heart trouble. 

“After a light improvement there are signs 
today of more cardio-vascular instability," 
Sunday's bulletin said. 

Tito's death came on his 112th day of hos- 
pitalization at the clinical center in Ljubljana, 
Capital of the country’s most industrialized 
Constituent republic.

RIYADH, May 4 (SPA) — King Khaled 
presided over a meeting of the Council of 
Ministers here Sunday to discuss the forth- 
coming Third Five-Year Plan which begins 
next month. A total of SR 782.8 billion wifi 
be spent. 

Urging government leaders to double their 
efforts to carry out the plan, the King said he 
was sure this would be another step in the 
realization of greater progress and prosper- 
ity- 

Addressing the cabinet. King Khaled 
prayed to God to “ bless our country with 
continued security, stability and progress. ” 
He said the realization of the plan was the 
joint responsibility of every one. He praised 
those who drafted it under the leadership of 
the Planning Minister Sheikh Hisham Nazer. 

Information Minister Dr. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani said the council had heard a 
detailed description of the plan by Sheikh 
Nazer who said the plan would reduce 
expenditure on infrastructure services except 
those relevant to productive sectors and 
growth centers. 

“ More funds will be invested in the pro- 
ductive sectors with a view to diversifying the 
economic bases of the country. Manpower 
development will be increased through grea- 
ter concentration on education, training and 
health services, " Yamani said. 

Nazer revealed that the percentage erf 
funds for infrastructure services had been 
reduced from 50 per cent under the current 
plan to only 35.5 per cent under the new one 
while allocations for the productive sectors 
were raised from 25.1 per cent to 373 per 
cent. Education and training will be increased 
from 15 per cent to 19 per cent. " 

Crown Prince Fahd said he was proud of 
the achievements made under the first two 
plans and that the new plan would boost the 
country s development and bring about grea- 
ter prosperity.

Arab economic leaders discuss trade 


* RIYADH. May 4 (SPA) — Economists 
from 21 Arab governments and Arab 
economic organizations resumed meetings 
here Sunday to prepare a draft agreement 
facilitating and promoting trade exchange 
among Arab countries. 

The group of experts — meeting in accor- 
dance with a resolution of the 28th session of 
the Arab League Economic Council — will 
submit their draft to the forthcoming session 
of Arab ministers of economy.The multilat- 
eral agreement is to substitute for one on the 
facilitation of trade exchanges among Arab 
countries promulgated in 1953. 

High on the agenda is the easing of trade 
restrictions by freeing trade from customs 
and non- customs barriers. Customs barriers 
means alt the procedures and practices that a 
country can resort to in order to control 
imports, including exchange control. The 
experts will consider lifting all barriers on 
agricultural, livestock, mineral and non- 
mineral raw materials and the freeing of 
industrial goods according to certain criteria. 


Among the criteria are the Lmporance of 
each item to the national economy of the 
state, Arab economic integration, the 
strategic goods needed for Arab food security 
and products of joint Arab ventures that will 
be given top priority. 

Another item under discussion is the link- 
ing of free trade with financial facilities 
offered by joint Arab financing institutions 
and other services extended by specialized 
Arab organizations. The experts also are try- 
ing to devise a permanent organizational 
structure to be entrusted with permanent 
supervision of the implementation of the 
agreement and to follow up the gradual 
expansion in an exchange of goods. 

The structure might include a standing 
committee and arbitration bodyTor the set- 
tlement of differences and disputes on the 
implementation of the agreement. The Arab 
League Economic Council will remain, how- 
ever. the supreme authority overseeing the 
implementation of the accord. 


Argah receives telephone service 


RIYADH. May 4 — The community of 
Argah received telephone service for the first 
time. Riyadh District Manager Muhammad 
Jamil Mullah said. 

A 100-line cabinet will connect 77 subs- 
cribers to the national and international net- 
work. Before Sunday. Argah* s only contact 
had been a single radio telephone line to 
Emir Muhammad Abdul Aziz " AI Rawaf s 
office. Mullah added. 

Argah. situated approximately six 


kilometers southwest of Riyadh, is in Saudi 
Telephone's Riyadh district. The zone code 
for Argah is 01 and the telephone numbers in 
the city will all begin with the 491 prefix 
followed by four digits. 

Part of Argah' s circuit is by microwave, 
which Argah shares with the University of 
Riyadh and the new diplomatic quarter. 
Saudi Telephone expects to expand the 
Argah facilities after completion of its 
Mathar exchange.

The federation also adopted a resol atia 
asking Arab universities to equip its sec 
retariat general with sufficient number c 
books ami other printed materials on thi 
occasion for distribution among other univer 
sines. 

The federation agreed to nominate 
number of university teachers for ibe Wori 
Federation of Universities, and approved th 
draft statute for the research center in th 
development of university education. It als 
accepted the invitation of the University c 
Tunis to play host to the first meeting of th 
federation’s board and the fourth geneti 
conference of the Arab Universities Fedezj 
don next November. '

The King Faisal Specialist Hospital is a 

distinguishing landmar k of OUT country’s 
progress. But, despite its huge potential, 
the behavior of some smaller officers 
needs to be reconsidered. Although they 
do not intend any maltreatment, some 
staff members’ behavior is certainly a 
result of ignorance and the lack of a back- 
ground knowledge in dealing with others. 

It once happened, for example, that 
Prince. Fahd ibn Sultan was admitted to 
this hospital. A Saadi Arabian, who came 
to visit him. asked the reception officer, an 
Asian, to guide him to the prince's room. 
The official showed his ignorance about 
Prince Fahd ibn Sultan, but soon a col- 


league interrupted to tell him that the 
prince was a popular personality. 

The colleague gave the staff member a- 
long lecture on the need to be aware of the 1 
well-know:, personalities of the country.

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Carter, Reagan win 
in Texas primary 




AUSilN, Texas, May 4 (Agend.es) — 
President Jimmy Carter Sunday scored a big 
win over Senator Edward Kennedy in the 
Texas presidential election primary despite 
fears in the Democratic party camp that his 
chances were threatened by the failed hos- 
tages rescue mission in Iran. Carter took 
about 56 per cent of the popular vote, while 
Kennedy managed just over 28 per cent 
But there was a dose finish in the Republi- 
can poll, with front-runner Ronald Reagan 
taking 52 per cent of the popular vote com- 
pared to the 47 per cent of former U.N. 
Ambassador George Bush. 

The Texas Republican vote has surpris- 
ingly dose, but Reagan was also adding to his 
already lopsided lead in nominating votes, 
taking 85 delegates Saturday in caucuses in 
Arizona, Oklahoma, Missouri. Minnesota 
and Guam. He led for 57 more in Texas. 

That meant he bad won or led for 631 of 
the 998 delegates it will take to capture the 
Republican nomination. 

“In all, this has been a very good day for 


Ronald Reagan, one which brings us that 
much doser to the Republican nomination in 
July,” said his spokesman, Ed Graves. 
Graves predicted Reagan would receive 
more than 50 of the SO delegates elected in 
Texas and added, "As you know. Governor 
Reagan was outspent in Texas by an over- 
whelming margin, roughly 10 to l. Yet it 
appears Governor Reagan will win the popu- 
lar vote and most of the delegates.” 

Carters Democratic margin over Kennedy 
was well over 2- to- 1 . Texas Democrats also 
cast a heavy uncommitted vote, almost 20 per 
cent of the primary total. 

Bob Beckel, Carter's Texas camp ai g n 
manager, said th e vote was an omen of Carter 
strength in the Democratic contest that really 
counted, precinct caucuses that began the 
process of selecting 152 delegates Saturday 
night. 

The surprise was in the dose Republican 
competition. Bush said losing wouldn't be 
“much of a danger" because nobody 
expected him to win. 


Peace, 1950-style 


Soviet bid tempts Europe 


By Lionel Walsh 

PARIS, May 4(R)The Soviet Union is 
mobilizing a new peace movement in Europe 
reminiscent of a campaign born in Stockholm 
30 years ago at the height of the cold war. 

Western experts drew this conclusion after 
last week s Paris conference of East and West 
European Communist parties whose loyalty 
to Moscow has remained unshaken despite 
the Soviet Union's military intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

The difficulties that will face the Kremlin in

getting the peace move ment launched were 
presaged by the refusal of nine parties to 
come to Paris, including these of Italy, Spain, 
Romania and Yugoslavia. The Belgian and 
Swiss parties agreed to attend only as obser- 
vers. 

At Stockholm in March, 1950, a 
Communist-sponsored congress of partisans 
for peace appealed for a ban on atomic 
weapons at a time when the Russians were 
still lagging far behind the United States in 
nudear development. 

Like its predecessor, the Paris appeal for 
peace and disarmament, addressed to the 
peoples of Europe over the heads of their 
leaders, solidly supported Soviet foreign pol- 
icy and strategic objectives. 

It called for reversal of die NATO decision 
to deploy American medium-range missiles 
in Europe, swift ratification of die Salt II 
nudear arms limitation agreement, and sup- 
port for the further development of detente 
at the European security review conference 
in Madrid later this year. 

The appeal was depicted as a rallying cry to 
alj peaceful forces, and specifically named 
socialists, social-democrats, Christians and 
those of other faiths. The document referred 
vaguely to a commitment by the 20 signatory 
parties to launch some form erf open initiative 
in defense of the spirit of Helsinki, a refer- 
ence to the 1975 European security confer- 
ence agreement on detente and human rights. 

French Communist leader Georges Mar- 
chais told journalists : “ Our meeting here 
was intended as a point of departure, a 
springboard for unifying action that must 
now start.” 

In fsfct, the tentative plan is to stage a 
broader-based meeting of what the Com- 
munists call prpgresrive forces to get the 
peace movement going, and Finnish dele- 
gates said they would be happy to play host. 
This would give added po int to the campaign 
to defend “ the spirit of Helsinki. ” 

Western experts said the parties loyal to 
Moscow had little hope of tatwg their dissi- 
dent comrades into the fpld in the present 
cl im a t e, even though cm the surface the broad 


appe al seemed to be in time with efforts by 
Italian party secretary Enrico Berlinguer to 
establish doser ties with the West European 
non-communist left. 

According to this assessment. Moscow is 
resigned to a revival of the cold war in Europe 
a ad wants to make sure that it has a reliable 
mouthpiece for its viewpoint in the Western 
camp, just as it did in the 1950’s. 

This time, the Russians apparently want to 
a£d political pressure to their diplomatic 
efforts to drive a wedge between Western. 
Europe and the U.S. 

Discusang the similarities between the 
Stockholm and Paris appeals, die French 
newspaper Le Monde said : “ Then as now, 
the objective is to create a movement of opin- 
ion favorable to the Soviet Union, and to 
make Moscow the capital of pacifism. ” 

But today, the Soviet Union was at least on 
an equal footing with die United States in 
military power and both die Iranian hostage 
crisis, damaging as it was to American pre- 
stige, and the Soviet action in Afghanistan 
made it difficult to portray the UJ5. as the 
planets only warmonger, Le Monde said. 

“ Even if Mr. Carter does offer a stron- 
garm response to the I ranian challenge, it is 
highly improbable that the Paris appeal will 
stimulate anything even appr oaching the suc- 
cess of the Stockholm appeal which was 
signed by 273 million people, including 12 
million in France, in a matter erf seven 
months. 

From the outset the French and Polish 
co-sponsors of the conference made dear 
that Afghanistan was definitely not on the 
agenda, and this was the main reason why 
nine parties chose to expose the deep split in 
the Communist movement on this issue by 
refusing to attend. 

Embarrassing as it was, their absence at 
least made it possible for 20 parties to dose 
ranks behind the Kremlin with scarcely any 
dissenting murmurs.

Armed leftists take Salvador town 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, May 4 
(AP) — About 240 aimed radical leftists 
took over the northern town erf San Rafael 
and blew up two government offices before 
soldiers arrived and chased them away, the 
ministry erf defense has said.

THE WEST BANK PLIGHT 


The confrontation between the unarmed masses of the 
occupied West Bank and Israel is escalating steadily. Its final, 
probably bloody chapter, has already started. Yet the Arab 
countries, for all of the official talk that the future of the 
occupied territories is the Arabs’ major concern, that it is in 
fact their ultimate test as a nation, have scarcely been paying 
attention, let alone rushing to help their brothers in their 
plight. 

The wave of civil insurrection at present ra g i n g in the towns 
and villages of the West Bank is directly caused by the increas- 
ing tempo of Israel's settlement building program and the 
increasingly terrorist methods accompanying it As it is, the 
people of the West Bank face alone the brutality of the occu- 
pation army as well as that of the settler-thugs, armed and 
protected by the Israeli government. 

The resistance in the West Bank has disturbed the Israelis, 
who thought that the Palestinians will have no choice but 
watch meekly as their lands are being confiscated and their 
towns are ringed with settlements. The Israeli military gover- 
nor, Benyamin Eliazer has described the situation as 
extremely dangerous; while that supposed “dove” o f I sraeU 
politics, Ezer Weizman, threatens the inhabitants with the 
severest of measures. 

It is no surprise that Israel has timed its wave of repression 
to peak now, as the deadline for the “autonomy talks" nears 
and the United States used its veto in the U.N. Security 
rvnnigil against the resolution callin g for an independent 
Palestinian state. The murder in cold blood of a Palestinian 
youth, and the expulsion of the Hebron and Halhoul mayors 
and a Muslim religious judge are only a foretaste of what the 
enemy is holding in store for the long suffering Palestinians.

MOSCOW — 

Soviet specialists on China are expressing “cauti- 
ons optimism” about Moscow’s future relations 
wife Peking. 

As a result erf fee changes in China once the death 
of Mao, the Russians now seem to feel that Deng 
Xiaoping has restored China to something like 
socialist normalcy, by which they mean closer to fee 
Soviet way of doing things. 

Sinologists and other well-informed Russians 
argue that the internal changes in China must even- 
tually affect Chinese foreign policy. The recent 
Soviet public statements, while harshly criticizing 
this policy for its “nationalistic and hegemomstic 
principles," have stressed Soviet readiness to talk 
wife Peking. 

Obviously the Russians are interested in persuad- 
ing the West that their relations with China wffl 
improve, but fee analysis of Soviet Sinologists is 
sufficiently cautious to be credibly dose to the 


working assumptions of the Soviet government. 

(Tima is seen in Moscow as moving back to the 
f onus of political, governmental and social organ- 
ization it had in the 1950s before fee Cultural 
Revolution. Sinologists here attach particular 
importance to fee re- establishment of conventional 
Communist Party organizations in China, inducting 
a party secretariat headed by a general secretary. 

They also note the Chinese return to a mare 
conventional legal system after the excesses of fee 
Cultural Revolution though they believe that the 
re- introduction of A. criminal code in China will lack 
real meaning as long as fee country suffers from its 
present dearth of trained legal cadres. 

One reason for Soviet caution is that fee Chinese 
leadership is still far from monolithic. Russian, 
specialists see it divided into three main groups:! 
Deng and his “right-wing pragmatists,’ 1 another; 
group of old cadres who are not dosely connected 
with Deng; and the Cultural Revolutionaries whose 
remaining senior representatives lost their places in 
fee leadership at the recent fifth plenum of the 
Chinese Communist Party. 

'Die Russians seem to feel that only the Deng 
g r oup is committed to more balanced methods of 


administration and economic commonsense. 

These divisions, it is argued in Moscow, have led, 
to compromises on many recent foreign policy 
issues, as wife China's attack on Vietnam last year. 
The lixmted nature of the attack is interpreted as a 
co mp romise between those who disliked fee Viet- 
nam venture and those who wanted to strike even 
harder. ... 

The Russians also believe there was a division of 
opinion in Hiina about letting fee. Soviet Chinese 
friendship treaty run out last month. 

Sinologists suggest that Deng’s own views on 
fore ign policy may be more complicated than fee 
West realizes. While he is often anti-Soviet in con- 
versations with Westerners, they say, he can be far 
more restrained in his official speeches. 

They ‘seem to be particularly impressed by 

Dengs speech last year to fee political cadres of fee 

•army, in which he made no reference to fee Soviet 
“threat* 1 , although he m^hthave been expected to, 
in view of his a u di e nc e . T 

Sinologists see other small signs: the Reappear- 
ance in Pekiig of fee periodical SwW Utentu “a;

winch t)he Soviet embassy stands from Anti- 
Revisionist Street” to its original name. 

Soviet Sinologists also argue feat economic 
commonsense will push China doser to fee Sonei 
Union. They believe that so much old Chinese' 
industry is Soviet in origin — they calculate feat 7 C. 
per cent of Chinese machine tools were made either 
in the Sdviet Union or East Europe — that China 
must one day turn to Moscow both for spare paitr 
and badly needed modernization. (They do not 
mention Chinese military equipment but the same 
argument could be made about feat.) 

They also seem to believe that China’s economic 
plans are still unrealistic. Their calculation is tha:

Wales braced for widespread unrest

CARMARTHEN, Wales — 
Wife large-scale layoffs imminent in steel and 
coal, which are its basic industries, and with wide- 


Welsh nationalism, and wife 1,000 respectable citi- 
zens facing possible fines and jail sentences because 
of refusal to pay television license fees, Wales is m a 
state erf complex unrest 

On fee industrial front, there is more than a little 

fe ar feat a depression to rival that of the 1930s, 
wh en unemployment in Wales sometimes ran as 
high as 33 per cent, may be in the offing. 

The cause of this fear is fee decision of fee 
government- owned British Steel Corporation to 
dose the large Shotton steelworks in north Wales 
and to lay off half fee work forces of the Lianwem 
and Margam works in fee south. All told, some 

20.000 steelworkers ar^ to lose their jobs, and some 
trade-union analysts are predicting that up to 

30.000 more jobs will eventually be lost because of 
fee ripple effect in the coal and other allied indus- 
tries. 

Some labor leaders have responded to the abla- 
tion by for a new referendum on Welsh 

home rule'. In a referendum on March 1; 15179, the 


Welsh electorate rejected a limited form erf home 
rule by a margin of 4- to- 1 . Many at that time feared 
that devolution, as the measure was called, would 
eventually lessen Welsh participation in the 
benefits of the British welfare state. 

Now, wife a hard-line Conservative government 
in poweT in London and the welfare state under 
attack in a variety of ways, that worry seems less 
relevant to some. Leaders erf the movement to 
revive the idea of limited Welsh home rule include 
the president of the National Union of Miners in 
Wales, the leader of fee steelworkers union at the 
giant Lianwem works, and a number of prominent 
Labor members of parliament. 

No one is arguing that a Welsh Assembly in Car- 
diff wotW have any direct power over the decisions 
of such bodies as the British Steel Corporation, but 
many are saying that an assembly, if it could speak ■ 
wife anything resembling a united voice, could 
exert a political influence any government in Lon- 
don would find hard to ignore. 

On a not entirely unrelated front, arson ami 
firebombing attacks have been taking place 
throughout Wales since early December. Most of 
the attacks have been against holiday homes, over 
30 of which have been set on fire, but on March 28 
fee Cons e r va t iv e Party headquarters in Cardiff and 


in Shotton were also the targets of firebombs. 

No one has been killed or injured yet but fee 
possibility is obviously causing concern. Two days 
after the atadcs on fee Conservative Party offices, 
300 policemen conducted a series of predawn raids 
on homes thongfaout Wales, arresting some 40 per- 
sons. Some were detained, without access to coun- 
sel, for up to 60 hours under the Prevention of 
Teuorism Act, designed to cope wife the Irish 
Republican Army. In fee end, only four persons, 
three of them Shotton steelworkers, were actually 
rharyH and fee charges involved not fee Shotton 
Conservative offices but rather fee vacation homes 
some distance away. Many of those -arrested were 
prominent people well known for nationalist senti- 
ments, and charges of police harassment and 
intimidation have been leveled. 

The concern, over holiday homes has to do wife 
the preservation of language and culture in fee 
Welsh-speaking west and north of Wales. It is esti- 
mated feat there are more than 20,000 second 
homes in Wales, mostly in attractive rural areas and 
mostly owned by En^sh. families who use them in 
fee summers and for occasional winter weekends. 
Some Welsh villages become virtual ghost townain 
winter.

Philanthropic Village, photographer Dick 
Massey and I went down to spend the night in 
Habalah. Part of the job, we explained; jour- 
nalists are paid to be crazy. 

There are two things to remember when 
climbing on sandstone. One is that sandstone 
erodes quickly, and it is fairly easy to find a 
handhold. The other is that sandstone is 
fragile. It flakes, fractures and disintegrates 
into dust almost as easily as die forgotten 
sand dunes that built it into stone. 

If a malevolent raiding party charged up to 
the diff, the people of Habalah would simply 
let the rope slip. “There was no problem with 
raids after they went down” says Sheikh 
Marei “Nobody would dare to go there.” 
The trail begins easily enough, but soon 
enters a series or puzzles . At two points along 
the way, it simply disappears. Looking care- 
fully at the stones, we found some were 
polished by contact with dothing over a long 
period of time. At one. you must slip down 
between die J-curve of two rocks — chest 
against one, back against die other — and 
curve your legs behind your head to get 
through. At another, you drop through a day 
opening to land in a cave bdow^ 

One hundred and eighty meters above the 
village, the path follows a ledge running like a

lip around the diff. But part of the ledge has 
collapsed. To get through this area, the peo- 
ple hollowed out the sandstone face and 
made a bridge of small cedar logs and rocks. 
The traveler has to crawl over the bridge on 
hands and knees, and the view between the 
rocks in his hands is sobering. 

The most difficult part of die trail is a 
25-meter drop where the diff face is concave. 
Here the path builders wedged cedar logs 
into the roc ks like a ladder with only one side. 
~ The logs are wobbily. In the final stretch of 
1 0 meters, they disappear altogether. In their 
place, a smooth cedar trunk leans vertically 
against the cliff, resting loosely on the bridge 
ledge below, and in a notch carved into the 
sandstone above. There is no other way to get 
down other than using the tree trunk for a 
handhold. One false move and it’s a pole 
vault to paradise. 

Sheikh Marei says i t used to take the young 
men at Habalah five minutes to climb down 
the diff and ten minutes to climb back up 
barefoot. 

Habalah is worthy of the effort to reach it.

At l east four s treams flow out of the cliff base, 
giviqg rise to a jungle of ferns, fig trees, 
cedars and eucalyptus. The scissor- tailed 
flycatcher, a sapphire bird wifi) a long, snowy 
tail, flits among the trees. Honey bees drone 
in hollow logs. Wild flowexs sprinkle the 
grass, and the terraced fields are frosted with 
die feathery tops of wild licorice. There are 
apple, olive and coffee trees, and whole 
arboriums of grape vines. 

In the year since the vfllage was aban- 
doned, the trails and fields have come under 
attack from giant thistles. Great dumps off 
them have sprouted everywhere. The ter- 
races built up over centuries to hold the pre- 
cious soil are beginning to crumble. 

The houses are fine examples of stone 
architecture, with thick, stout walls that cool 
them during the day and provide warmth at 
night. Interiors are gaily painted, and some 
are still stocked with coffee beans and sugar, 
waiting for the owner's return. Many are 
locked, but at least two have been forced 
open. A tour of the village finds one roof 
collapsed, another gutted by fire. Where so 
much deserves to be preserved, it is a shock to 
realize how much has disappeared in just one 
year's time. 

What will happen to Habalah? 

Sheikh Marei hears talk of a road back to 
the diff- “We were almost as pleased to hear 
that as when we heard they had built this new 
village for ns,” he says. “Maybe some of us 




with big families might move back, and some 
others might stay here. 

“The old people are especially homesick,” 
he says. “They always insist that the young 
people visit to take care of the homes and so 
forth. Someone from here goes to Habalah 
maybe once a week or twice a month.” 

Perhaps there is a way to bring the people 
back to Habalah. Both Prince Khaled and 
Prince Faisal ibn Bandar ibn Abdul Aziz, the 
Deputy Governor of Asir, advocate that 
Habalah become a national monument 
“This is what it should be, but we have not 
discussed it yet with the people of Habalah," 
says Prince Khaled. “If I can convince them 
to keep on owning that place and to keep cm 
running it with the government I think it will 
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be a beautiful park.” 

“Prince K baled — may God extend his 
life,” concludes Sheikh Marei. “ We are more 
than sure about his eagerness to help us. We' 
are very gratful to his royal highness Prince, 
Khaled and his majesty theming for their 
help." 

Ali ibn Mousa echoes the praise, and 
'Sheikh Marefs majhlis grows solemn for a 
moment. But one more question must be 
asked. Ali — the wild flowers in his long hair, 
the colorful skirt and khafia scarf — is this 
dress peculiar to a happiness found in poetry? 

“ Some people still dress like this,” answers 
Sheikh Marei. “ We all dressed like this when 
we lived in Habalah. When we go back, we 
will dress like this once again.”

The real test of a bidding 
partnership is its ability to bid 
(or avoid) slams. Accuracy is 
tbe keynote of slam bidding — 
because, in effect, you predict 
you'll make twelve tricks, 
neither more no* less. This is 
quite different from bidding, 
say, three notrump, where you 
might make 9,10 or 11 tricks 
without testing your skffl as a 
bidder. 

Consider this deal from a 
match between Sweden and 
tbe United States. When the 


American pair were North- 
'South, they stopped at five 
spades. True, they had only 23 
high-card points, but that 
didn't stop them from making 
12 easy tricks. 

After North’s jump raise,. 
South made the excellent bid:, 
of four diamonds, realizing' 
that Norte might have the 
right band for a slam. Norte 
cuehid dubs in response, even' 
though he bad less than tee' 
usual complement of high 
cards for bis three spade bid. 

South should have hid six 
spades at this point, but he 
chickened ont He felt be had 
done enough by cuebidding 
diamonds and couldn't bring 
Mmsdf to bid six on bis 12- 
point hand. He bid only five 
spades. North passed, since he 
bad nothing in hearts and had: 
already hid bis hand to the 
bSL West led tbe heart king, 
which held, and South took the 
rest of tee tricks. 

When the Swedish pair at 
the second table were Norte- 
South, they did not come even 
close to a slam The bidding 
went 14-34-44, period. West 
led a dnb and Sweden gained 
an insignificant 30 ponds on 
the deal when their declarer 
made all the tricks. 

The deal vividly illustrates 
tbe point that high cards are 
not the sole criterion in dam 
bidding. Distribution also 
{days an important role.

NEW DELHI, May 4 ( AP) — Members of 
Afghanistan’s national field hockey team, 
dated to complete in the Moscow summer 
Olympics, were killed by tribesmen, accord- 
ing to a delayed Kabul report received here. 

The Saturday report, quoting survivors, 
said a bus carrying the team was stopped on a 
highway at gunpoint near Kunduz, a provin- 
cial capital about 370 kilometers north of 
Kabul. It did not indicate when the incident 
occurred although survivors reached the cap- 
ital late this week. 

The attackers singled out die athletes, 
returning from competition in a neighboring 
Soviet central Asian republic, and fired cm 
the 18-member team. Some were reported 
injured, a few escaped and the remainder 
either were killed on the spot or taken pris- 
oner by the tribesmen, said to be freedom 
fighters. 

None of the bodies was recovered nor has 
any of the surviving hockey players made it to 
Kabul so for, said the source of the report, 
who has proved consistently reliable in the 
past. “They are feared dead," be said. 

With seven top members of the Afghan 
national soccer team recendy defecting to 
West Germany, only the country’s wrestlers 
are expected to represent Afghanistan at the 
Moscow games.

PEKING, May 4 (AFP) — A five- member 
delegation of Tibetan exiles representing 
their spiritual leader die Dalai Lma arrived 
here Saturday, the New China News Agency 
reported Sunday. 

The mission, led by Tenzin Amgyal 
Tethong, will visit Tibet and other regions 
with in Communist China’s borders where 
Tibetans live, the agency added. 


The visit follows a simil ar one by five Tibe- 
tan exiles last year led by the Dalai Lama’s 
brother, Lobsen Sam ten, which spent three 
months in China “investigating the facts”, 
according to diplomatic sources, but has so 
far not been reported in die Ch inese press. 

China has recendy expressed the wish that 
the Dalai Lama, 44, return to Tibet. He took 
refuge in India in 1959 at the start of the 
“peaceful liberation” of Tibet by the Chinese 
but has said he would be prepared to return if 
be was convinced that the majority of Tibe- 
tans wanted to live under Communist domi- 
nation. 

According to reports from New Delhi the 
current Tibetan delegation will spend three 
months in China. It comprises Tibetans 
exiled in India, Britain, the United States, 
Japan and Switzerland. 

The NONA did not give details of their visit 
here or say whether they would meet Chinese 
leaders. Chinese authorities have said on a 
number of occasions that any Tibetans in 
exile would be welcome to return perma- 
nently or to visit their friends and relatives. 


Suarez seeks 
improved ties 

in Syria visit 


DAMASCUS, May 4 (AP) — Spanish 
Prime Minis ter Adolfo Suarez and Syrian 
President Hafez Assad have discussed the 
latest developments in the Arab- Israeli con- 
flict and explored ways of upgrading political 
and economic cooperation between Syria and 
Spain. 

No details were immediately available on 
the outcome of the Saturday meeting. But 
informed sources said Assad praised Spain as 
a good friend of the Arabs and agreed with 
Suarez that Arab-Spanish cooperation 
should be broadened in economic and politi- 
cal fields. 

The meeting was attended by the ministers 
of economy, tourism, information, foreign 


trad e and foreign af fairs of both cou ntries.

Underground leaflets, known as “Shab- 
nama" or “night letters," distributed by ban- 
ned nationalist, rightist and leftist parties 
opposed to the pro- Moscow regime warned 
of urban guerrilla attacks, according to a 
report received by the Associated Press. 

They uniformly protested the tailin g of 65 
schoolchildren during week-long demonstra- 
tions against Russian occupation troops. If 
the shootiqg of students continued, the leaf- 
lets warned, urban guerrillas would come out 
on the streets with firearms. 

Five students belonging to President Bab- 
rak KarmaTs Parch am faction of the ruling 
pro-Mosocw Khalq (People 1 s) party were kil- 
led in two incidents, bringing the total 
fatalities to 70, the report said. 

It said about 400 persons have been 
arrested, including 100 Kabul university stu- 
dents and instructors, and a number of 
Afghan soldiers and policemen who refused 
to crack down on the young demonstrators. 


The disturbances were the most violent 
since last February when Afghan and Russian 
troops crushed anti-Soviet demonstrations, 
leaving an estimated 300 persons injured. 

The only reported Russian casualty in the 
most recent protests was a young enlisted 
man grabbed by knife- wielding high school 
students who put out both of his eyes before a 
large crowd. 

Reports, corroborated by Western travel- 
ers arriving in New Delhi, said many of the 
mortally wounded protesters were school- 
girls between the ages of 12 and 17 who had 
organized a number of street marches. 

The state-run television reported Ameri- 
can and Communist Chinese ‘'imperialists" 
were behind the disturbances. 

Travelers said the capital is gripped by 
grief, shame and resignation that Soviet 
troops are in Afghanistan to stay. 

The impact of schoolgirls’ leading protests 
and being killed was not immediately dear in 
Kabul or outlying areas. But observers said 
that anti-Russian sentiment has deepened. 

Many teen-age girls shocked bystanders by 
shouting verbal abuse at the Afghan troops. 


reported travelers quoting eyewitnesses. 

A report reaching New Delhi on Saturday 
said that students expressed frustration with 
the lack of international reaction. “Where is 
(U.S. President Jimmy) Carter, the self- 
proclaimed guardian of human rights?” some 
students shouted. “Are we not human 
being?? Why are the United Nations and 
other world organizations silent about Rus- 
sian massacres in Afghanistan?” 

Another report received here said Soviet 
armored columns attacked Andav and ShiP 
gar, about 15 kilometers north of Ghazni, a 
provincial capital, destroying many houses in 
an April 25-27 bombardment. 

It quoted survivors as saying that the dead 
were so badly mutilated, relatives could iden- 
tify family members only by scraps of clo- 
thing. 

The number of Afghan dead was not given. 
But the report said 38 Russian soldiers, 
apparently picked off by snippers, were killed 
in various nearby revenge attacks.

Barnyard just isn’t the same 

Strident rooster victim of mechanized farming

NEW YORK, May 4 — Where have all the 
roosters gone? 

Since 1950, I’ve spent much of my life in 
the country, but in all that time I’ve seldom 
heard the clarion call of that posturing male 
fowl. Crows split the forest air with their caw- 
ing; catbirds meow plaintively in the hon- 
eysuckle shrubs; calves, dropped from their 
bovine mothers, bawl piteously in the blue 
dusk; dogs howl across winter fields under a 
shimmering moon. But the animating sound 
that wakes the world from dreams, the tumul- 
tuous, soaring cock- a-doo die of the rooster 
has vanished from much of rural America. 

Why? Is the chicken passe? An extinct 
species like the dodo bird? Every menu, 
cookbook and supermarket attests to the 
contrary. At thousands of crossroads, the 
goasteed colonel smiles benignly, inviting us 
into the chicken emporiums. Mr. Perdue, that 
dour tycoon of chicken enterprise, assures us 
that he can supply plump chickens until the 
cows com^ home. Still, the question persists: 
What has happened to the barhyard rooster? 

The answer — as with so much out in our 
agitated society — can be traced to rampant 
technology. Back in the time of social nir- 
vana, the good old days, when the “country” 
was just over the city line, millions of family 
farms dotted the landscape. And almost 
every one of them had a flock of chickens 
scratching around the barnyard. 

Roosters (boy s) and hens (giris) lived a life 
that was elementafand classically simple. As 


a ail mi na tion to a barnyard romance, the hen 
dropped her fertilned egg into a broody nest 
and sat on it on til a blank-eyed chick emerged

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for the rooster, that chauvinist bird 
blazoned to the world what he was all about. 
He postured, he strutted. He stalked the bar- 
nyard in bappy recall of amorous events past 
and anticipation of more to come. And he 
sounded off. His roistering cry was heard in 
the barns, the fields, the farmhouse, even 
across city lines. 

Alas, the family farm is being replaced by 
agribusiness, large factory-farms with tingle 
cash crops. Now, the cold ministrations of 
bottom-line efferiency dominate chicken 
raising. The fun and games of the family Sock 
are out, the glacial manipulations of tech- 
nological man are in. 

’ Nowadays, thousands of hens bred for egg 
production are boused in huge buildings from 
which they never emerge into daylight (chic- 
ken factory No. 1). Walk past one of these 
plants and you won’t hear a single ducking 
hep. Roosters are put into mate with the 
bens, and die fertilized eggs are shipped to an 
incubator plant (God help the mother hen 
that tries to sit on her own egg!) 

At the incubator plant (chicken factory No. 
2) die eggs are electrically wanned and the 
chicks are hatched by the millions. These 
fuzzy innocents are shipped to still another 
plant (thicken factory No. 3) and kept in 
massive cages, Leavenworths of fowldont to 
be fattened, demised, frozen and shipped to 
market. That’s chicken “fanning" in this day 
and age. 

The rooster in this process is a mere 
assembly-line gigolo incarcerated within the 
four walls of the chicken works. His glorious 
cry is muffled, unheard by bis fellow crea- 
tures in the free world. For him, gone the sun 
and blue sky, the barnyard Eden of chicken- 
dom past 

Now, even most country people get their 
chickens at the market instead of raising 
them. In this day of fast-frozen abundance, 
who needs all that fuss and feathers? All 
those, coops and chicken mess? And who 
needs roosters? Like juicy tomatoes, creamy 
milk and unpopulated air, the rooster has 
vanished from our daily lives. 


Almost. One morning, from somewhere in 
the spread of gentleman’s farm bordering my 
five acres, there floated to my disbelieving 
ears a distant, galvanic cry. 

MirabUe dicta! Quickly 1 pelted down the 
road for a look around my neighbor’s place. 
There among a gaggle of geese and hens was a 
large handsome rooster. Cocking a brazen 
eye at the world, he swaggered across the 
yard. Ids crimson comb flopping with every 
toss of his arrogant head. And he crowed his 
fool head off. 

It had taken my neighbor’s inspired sensi- 
bility to do it: The barnyard flock, with liber- 
ated rooster, was back in our neck of the 
woods. 

Now, as the sun moves up over my country 
haven, I arise each morning to that roistering, 
primeval cry. That glorious sound of animal 
exaltation. That vitalizing shout to the world 
— cock-a-doodle-doo! Awake! If s morning! 
We’re here! Us! Me! (NYT) 


Blackwood’s 
to halt publication 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, May 4 (AP) — 
Blackwood ’r magazine is to dose after 163 
years. It has published stories and artides by

The founder was William Blackwood, a 
Scottish bookseller who became a publisher 
and an influential figure in Scottish Tory poli- 
tics. 

The magazine was always on the lookout 
for new writing talent George Eliot was one 
classic writer whose first stories, “ Scenes of 
G erica! Life, ” appeared in Bladovodd ’s. 

Sir Walter Scott was a contributor and the

TEHRAN, May 4 (Agencies) — The 

Soviet Union has asked Iran feu permission to 

look at the American aircraft abandoned 
after the unsuccessful attempt to rescue the 
American hostages in Iran, a Tehran news- 
paper says. 

The newspaper, organ of the powerful 
Islamic Republican party, said Saturday 
Moscow has offered to build a new radar 
system for Iran if Russian officials are

The newspaper urged the government not 
to accept the Soviet offer because superpow- 
ers look exa countries like Iran as bait in the 
game they play against each other. 


Iran should use Iranian technicians to build 
a radar system. Iran then could keep details 
of its radar system secret from countries such 
as the Soviet Union and the United States.
